Councilmember Dave Cortese 
runs unopposed in March election 


San Jose, CA—San Jose 
election officials confirmed, after 
the City’s filing deadline closed, 
that Councilmember Dave Cor- 
tese of San Jose’s District 8 is the 
only seated City Councilmember 
up for election with no declared 
opponent, clearing the way for 
Cortese’s certain re-election in 
March 2004. 

Former opponent Nam Ngu- 
yen of United Asian, also confir- 
med that he has decided not to 
pursue a campaign against Cortese 
for the San Jose District 8 Council 
seat at this time. “I plan to run 
again in the future, but I’m with- 
drawing now because Dave Cor- 
tese is a good person, who truly 
represents the people.” 

Nam Nguyen filed a state- 
ment of intent to run in August 
2003 but said that his investigation 
of Cortese’s background, and in 
particular, Cortese’s response to a 
recent tragedy, changed his mind. 
When Bich Cau Tran was killed 
in July 2003 by a San Jose police 
officer city officials were mostly 
quiet on the issue. 

But Councilmember Dave 
Cortese stepped up and led the 
City Council inquiry to find 
answers in hopes of preventing 
something like this from ever 
happening again. Asked about the 
news that Mr. Nguyen had with- 
drawn from the race for the 
District 8 council seat Cortese 
said, “It’s an honor to receive such 
a tremendous vote of confidence. 
Nam Nguyen has been a highly

effective advocate for the Viet- 
namese American community. 
He's an up and coming leader who 
I'm sure we will hear more from 
in the future.” 

The 47-year-old Cortese was 
first elected to the San Jose City 
Council in the fall of 2000, after 


having served two terms on the 
East Side Union High School 
District Board of Trustees. He is 
finishing his first four-year term 
on the City Council and will be 
on the ballot in the Primary 
Election held March 2, 2004. 

Cortese 1s also the Vice- 
President of the Association of 
Bay Area Governments, the Vice 
President of the Santa Clara Cities 
Association, a Board Member of 
the Valley Transportation Autho- 
rity, as well as a member of several 
standing committees for the City 
of San Jose and other agencies and 
commissions. He is widely view- 
ed as a prospective candidate for 
mayor in 2006. 

Cortese's father Dominic 
served as an elected official for 30 
years in Santa Clara County both 
in local government and in the

Although America is a land 
of immigrants from all over the 
world, when it comes to language 
fluency one could easily say that 
we suffer from monolingualism. 
An old joke goes something like 
this: 

— What do you call a person 
who speaks three languages? Tri- 
lingual. 

—A person who speaks two 
languages? Bilingual. 

- And a person who speaks 
only one language? American. 

A recent survey by the Mod- 
ern Language Association of 
America (MLA) suggests, how- 
ever, that Americans are trying to 
shed their reputation of being 
tongue-tied. According to the data 
released recently, about 1.4 mil- 
lion college students are studying 
languages other than English, up 
18% between 1998 and 2002. 

Virtually all the languages 
surveyed increased their enroll- 
ments in the period in question. 
American Sign Language had the 
highest increase —432% — , while 
Russian and French had the slight- 
est increases —0,5% and 1,5% — 
respectively. 

Significant increases were 
also registered by other languages 
including Arabic (92%), Italian 
(29%), Modern Hebrew (28%), 
and Portuguese (21%). 

What are the most popular 
languages with American col- 
lege students? 

Spanish is by far the language 
attracting most students. More 
than 746,000 students (53% of the 
total foreign language enrollment) 
are studying Cervantes” language.

The others attracting most stu- 
dents are French (202.014), Ger- 
man (110,112), Italian (63.866), 
and American Sign Language 
(60,849). 

Other languages with more 
than 10.000 students include Japa- 
nese, Chinese, Latin, Russian, An- 
cient Greek, Biblical Hebrew, and 
Arabic. 

The increase in enrollments is 
certainly a positive change. The 
interest in the perception of lan- 
guages is also reflected in the 
population at large. A recent 
Gallup poll found that a majority 
of Americans (53%) support bi- 
lingual education. That is also a 
change since in the last decade 
voters in California, Arizona, and 
Massachusetts, virtually elimi- 
nated bilingual education through 
the initiative process. Yet, in Colo- 
rado voters retained it, believing 
that the opportunity to be bilingual 
should not be denied to children 
in the state. 

Although the MLA enroll- 
ment figures are certainly worth 
celebrating, one needs to under- 
stand that the vast majority of 
American college students taking 
foreign languages stop after one 
or two semesters. That is clearly 
not enough to become fluent in the 
language and be able to use it pro- 
fessionally. 

According to the Foreign Ser- 
vice Institute, which teaches lan- 
guages to our diplomatic person- 
nel, one needs to reach level of 2+ 
on a scale of 0-5, to be able to 
function at a minimal professional 
competency (0 means little or no 
knowledge, 5 is the knowledge of 
an educated native speaker). To 
reach level 2+ with an “easy” lan- 
guage for Americans to learn, 
such as French, Spanish, Portu- 
guese, or German, takes about 500 
to 600 hours of instruction. That 
would be the equivalent of sev- 
eral semesters of college study. 

To reach level 2+ with a “dif- 
ficult” language, such as Chinese, 
Japanese, or Arabic, probably 
takes 800 to 1000 hours of instruc-

Obviously, the U.S. govern 
ment cannot find many linguist 
cally qualified individuals for its 
needs among students at Amer! 
can colleges and universities, 

And the need ts severe. The 
shortage became very clear a few 
years ago when the FBI an 
nounced soon after 9-11 that it 
needed Arabic speakers to trans- 
late large amounts of data that had 
been collected through various 
means. To remedy the situation, 
the FBI eventually held a job fair 
ina New Jersey mosque to hire 
bilingual agents. 

Nevertheless. the fact that 
there is an increase in the number 
of students taking foreign lan- 
guages 1s a positive sign. Even if 
a significant majority of students 
only takes a smattering of a non 
critical language, that knowledge 
can translate into an easier time 
in learning a third foreign lan- 
guage. It's easier for someone who 
knows both English and Spanish 
to learn Arabic than for someone 
who only knows English. 

Learning languages, how- 
ever, 1s something that needs to 
start much earlier than college. 
American schools need to do what 
other countries have been doing 
for years. A language other than 
English needs to be offered to all 
elementary school children in the 
U.S. The study needs to continue 
in junior high and even in high 
school. 

The Italian government re- 
cently restructured its education 
system. Italian elementary school 
kids will begin the study of a for- 
eign language in the first grade. 
In the sixth grade, a second for 
eign language will be introduced. 
It’s a model the U.S. may wish to 
adopt.
